The cage that Riverside wants to 
buy was built about seven years 
ago. At that time a big crew of men 
was employed on the road below 
Arch Beach. The

Guards watched 
them by day and night. A t night 
the prisoners were put to bed in 
bunks arranged inside the barred 
cage. Some of the supervisors were 
not satisfied with conditions at that 
time. 
They felt that the cost of 
road-making under the system of us­ 
ing jail labor was too great and too 
troublesome. Located far from Santa 
Ana, the cost of getting food to the 
camp ran high. 
Those who h^ve had experience 
with jiul labor say that many of the 
prisoners are excellent workers. It 
has been argued, too, that the most 
economical method of handling jail 
labor is to use it close enough to 
Santa Ana so that the prisoners can 
be housed in the county jail every 
night.

The newest set of agricultural 
teachers—those who have come 
to the farm boys at their work 
in the open country—are making 
a great success. This is accord­ 
ing to A. W. 
Nolan, 
assistant 
professor of agriculture exten­ 
sion at the University of Illi­ 
nois. 
He says: 
“Since the passage 
of 
the 
Smith-Hughes vocational educa­ 
tion act in 1917, teachers of ag­ 
riculture are now at work in all 
the states of the union. 
These 
teachers are employed for 
12 
months in the year. 
They are 
paid partly from local funds and 
partly from federal funds grant­ 
ed by the vocational act. 
“Under the provisions of this 
law, all students enrolling in vo­ 
cational agriculture, with teach­ 
ers thus employed, must carry on 
for six months of the year, as a 
required part of their course, a 
farm project under the super­ 
vision of the teacher.” 
This new sort of teacher of 
agriculture literally lives with 
his boys during 
the 
summer 
months, directing 
their 
work, 
study and business in connec­ 
tion with their farm 
projects. 
The boys in these classes are 
usually organized into vocation­ 
al clubs 
under 
which auspices 


trips are taken to sales, fairs, 
universities, 
agricultural 
ex­ 
hibits and good farms. 
All of 
this reacts 
to 
the moral and 
social, as well as the vocational 
and agricultural education of the 
boys. 
For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1920, nearly 2000 schools had 
established departments of voca­ 
tional agriculture and over 45,- 
000 boys had enrolled 
in 
the 
work, carrying on the farm prac­ 
tice as required. 
The federal 
hoard reported for the year that 
the income from the projects of 
the boys carrying on the farm 
practice was approximately $1,- 
000,000, a sum of money larger 
than the federal grant to the 
states for carrying on the work 
in agriculture. 
For the present school year the 
funds were not available to ex­ 
tend the Smith-Hughes ald to 
all the high schools in this state 
that desired to take advantage 
of the act. 
The fund next year, 
however, will be larger and more 
schools can be aided. 
Applica­ 
tions, however, should be made 
early to the vocational depart­ 
ment of the state board of edu­ 
cation as it seems likely that 
some of the schools th at are 
anxious to qualify will have to 
be put on the waiting list.

The practitioners with whom the 
subject "was discussed were unani­ 
mous in their expression as to the 
injurious effects resulting from the 
“style” shoes of today, but some of 
them refused to express themselves 
for publication. 
Declaring that “the 
wearing of 
high heels is as immoral as the ex­ 
cessive consumption of alcohol,” the 
State 
Osteopathic 
association 
of 
Washington has taken steps to ask 
the legislature of that state to adopt. 
a law hat will prohibit the sale and 
wearing of shoes with heels more 
than an inch and a half high. 
“Race suicide is distinctly aided 
by high heels,’’ says the statement 
issued by the Washington associa­ 
tion. 
“All women who wear high 
heels become deformed in the feet, 
knees and back and they are predis­ 
posed to tuberculosis.” 
Dr. W right Gives Opinion 
"High heel shoes are very harm­ 
ful,” declared Dr. Mary Wright very 
emphatically today. 
“A few women 
who have high arches can wear them 
with more or less security from evil 
results, but those women are very 
few in number. 
‘T he high heels throw the body 
out of alignment and are very in­ 
jurious to the health of those who 
wear them- 
W ith the body cut of 
alignment vital organs do not get 
the circulation necessary 
to 
good 
health. 
“I do not believe, however, that 
the evil can be regulated by law. 
In my opinion education will be the 
most effective way of bringing about 
elimination of the health breaking 
high heel fad of to d a v .” 
Causes General Delignment 
"In eighty to ninety per cent of 
the women who have certain dis­ 
turbances, We find general delign­ 
ment of the sacro lumbar and sacro 
llHac joints, due 
in 
a secondary 
sense to the manner in * which the 
w om ta carry themselves, ’ said 
Dr. 
H ester T. Olewiier. 
“The fundamental thing is 
the 
way in which women carry their 
feet and the style of their walk, as 
the spring of the feet has to do with 
the general spring 
of 
the whole 
body. High heels effect the spring of 
the feet and throw the body out. of 
general alignment, sometimes with 
very serious results. 
“Doctors find that about twenty 
per cent of the young girls and wo­ 
men of today have broken 
down 
arches and tills condition is almost 
wholly attributable 
to 
high 
heel 
shoes. 
“I believe that the m atter of shoes 
can bo regulated better by education 
than through passage of a state law 
governing the character 
of 
shoes 
that women should wear.” 
Opposes Proposed Law 
e“Every woman is a law' unto her­ 
self, and some women have to wear 
high heel shoes in order to maintain 
their 
equilibrium,” 
declared Dr. 
Peryl Madill. 
‘ It is impossible to 
lay down a fast and hard law gov­ 
erning the style of shoes that w o-1 
men should wear. 
“There are many women 
who 
cannot wear low heel shoes. 
Such 
shoes are just as injurious to them 
as the high heel shoes are to others 1 
It depends entirely on tho way the 
arch is constructed. 
“I don’t believe that the style of 
fihoes can be regulated by law.

enactment of such a law' would be 
just as preposterous as one attem pt­ 
ing to designate the style of hat3 
women should wear.”

Undoubtedly one of the most In­ 
teresting and complete v a r histories 
yet published is 
the 
biographical 
three volume “H istory of the Ameri­ 
can 
Field 
Service in 
France,” 
re­ 
cently published by Houghton Miff­ 
lin company, of Boston. 
R obert A. Donaldson, now a raem- 
! ber of the R egister staff, assisted in 
compiling and editing the boohs, and 
his nam e appears as the author of 


I the history of Section Seventeen to 
I which ambulance unit he and Mal- 
icolm Tedford, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
; W. B. Tedford of Santa Ana, belong- 
| ed. 
A number of Donaldson’s con­ 
tributions appear in the volumes. 


I 
The American Field service, or the 
American Field Ambulance service, 
as it is sometimes called, was the 
organization of American volunteers 
which, as ambulance drivers, worked 
with the French arm ies transporting 
the wounded from the front to the 
hospitals for two and one-half years 
before the American forces came into 
the field. 
Organization Grew Rapidly 
O riginally 
this 
organization was 
composed of a handful of American 
citizens and soldiers of fortune who 
found themselves in P aris at the out­ 
break of the war in 1914 aud who 
formed, first, an am bulance section 
I to carry the wounded from the Paris 
stations to the hospitals, and la te r,1 
a section which went to the front 
with the French arm y in Belgium and 
served through the battle at Ypres. 
The service grew and at the time it 
I was taken over and Inducted into 
the regular United States army in 
| the fall of 1917 it was composed of 
: thirty-three ambulance 
sections 
of 
twenty-two ambulances 
each, 
and 
tw enty camion motor-truek sections 
of twenty-two cars each, carrying 
I m unitions to the French arm ies at 
I the front. 
The men w h o 'manned the ambu­ 
lances, and, later in 1917, those on 
the munition trucks, were American 
youths who went to France as vol­ 
unteers, paid their own way, and re­ 
ceived only the regular 
pay 
of a 
French soldier, amounting 
to 
five 
cents a day. 
Many interesting accounts are told 
of how the volunteers spent their 
pay of five cents a day or $1.50 per 
month. 
Some sections chipped it 
in and gave it as an added recom­ 
pense to the French cook. 
Others 
used part of it to provide one square 
meal, with trimmings, once a month. 
Financed by Public Donations 
T he organization was completely 
financed by donations by Americans. 
More than three million dollars was 
collected in America and donated to 
the work. 
None of the money went 
to the volunteers, all of it being spent 
in purchasing and shipping to France 
the Ford ambulances, (whose design. 
a model of com pactness, gradually 
evolved during the two and a half 
years, was adopted as the standard 
for 
Ford am bulances 
when 
this 
country came into the war) keeping 
the cars in running shape, furnishing 
new parts, and replacing cars that 
were wrecked or destroyed by shells. 
Among the heaviest contributors 
to the cause was Mrs. W illiam K. 
Vanderbilt, whose husband recently 
died in Paris. 
It was due largely to 
her unfagging interest that the serv­ 
ice was maintained in the darkest 
hours when it seemed alm ost as if 
it would be impossible to get the 
money to continue the work. 
Beginning in 1916, when an Am ‘ri- 
can enlistm ent service was 
begun 
under the leadership of Henry D. 
Sleeper of Boston, large numbers of 
American college youths joined the 
service and went to Fran ce in the 
work, most of them rem aining and 
enlisting as privates in the United 
States army when it appeared on the 
scene and took over the service as an 
official part of the 
United States 
army. 
Local Boys Volunteered 
Among such college men were Mal­ 
colm Tedford of Santa Ana. and Rob-, 
ert A. Donaldson, both Stanford uni-: 
versify students, who went with one 
of the several units from that univer­ 
sity. 
Many Los Angeles and San 
Diego youths were also numbered 
among the volunteers. 
The unique feature of the beau-, 
tiful three-volume history is that it! 
is entirely told by its m embers. 
Be­ 
ginning with 1917, when a prelimi 
nary volume about the service, en-1 
titled “The Friends of F ran ce,” was 
j published, a determined effort was 
made to obtain original accounts of 
I the actual day to day work of the 
drivers, who were working on prac-, 
tically every front, and who took 
part in every important battle from 
(1915 to the end of the war. 
By means 
of 
obtaining fetters 
w ritten home by the men of the va-; 
rious sections, and from diaries kept 
by the men which they later permit­ 
ted to be used by those compiling 
the history, the daily life, the amus­ 
ing incidents, the actual, ungarnish­ 
ed work at the front, the first hand 
accounts of all the great battles were 
obtained. 
A good part of the volunteers be­ 
ing college men, their accounts and 
diaries are exceptionally well writ­ 
ten. and their experiences and im­ 
pressions keenly told. 
A great many of the narratives of 
I the drivers rank with the very best 
I contributions which have come out 
(Of the war, and in addition bear the 
added 
value of being 
simple, un­ 
adorned and truthful. 
They wero 
not written for publication or with 
an eye to thrilling the public or per-' 
suading an editor to send a check. 
Many W ar Photographs 
A special feature of the three vol-1 
umes is the great quantity of war 
; photographs. 
This 
collection 
of 
photographs is probably the best and 
m ost comprehensive ever published 
in connection with the war, and in 
addition, most of the photographs, 
having been taken by the drivers 
them selves, for their own personal 
i collections, have not hitherto been 
j published. 
There 
are 
about 250 
j photographs in the edition, 
j 
About twenty of these are excep- 
tionally fine full color reproductions 
J of paintings of war scenes, some of 
I them done by noted French artists 
I at the front, and others by the sev- 
j eral well known artists who w’ere 


I m em bers of the service. 
Among these are W aldo Pierce and 
V ictor W hite. 
There are 
also 
a 
num ber of specially made sketches 
by the famous French artist, Nau- 
din. 


W hile probably in no other war 
volume 
is 
the actual 
life at the 
front so truthfully 
and 
accurately 
portrayed 
in its entirety, no less 
interest is attached to the third vol­ 
ume of the set, which is given over 
to the literary contributions written 
by the members of the service. 
These vary from poetical contribu­ 
tions and war sketches of consider­ 
able literary worth, to many amusing 
and humorous stories, and there are 
also a large number of light jingles 
and verses. 
Interesting Features 
The interesting feature of these 
literary contributions is the fact that 
they were never intended for any 
I very broadcast publication, but were 
originally published in a little w eek­ 
ly magazine, “The American Field 
Service Bulletin,” which was print­ 
ed in Paris for the am usem ent and 
inform ation of the volunteers who 
were scattered over several hundred 
m iles of front, from A lsace to B el­ 
gium. 
Those 
who enjoy soldier-humor 
, will find 
the 
lighter 
verses and 
sketches of special Interest. 
They 
were contributed by the members 
of the various sections, to “get a 
rise” out of their fellow ambulan- 
ciers and not 
to 
m ake the pu blicI 
laugh. 
Probably there Is no better source 
of information to which to go to 
learn about the French and their 
custom s, and above all about the 
French soldier, than to the accounts 
of these ambulance drivers who serv -!
